PALESTINE. 


Regulations Regarding Trade in Antiquities 


made under Article 60. 


(April 1st, 1924). 

1. The fee payable for a licence to trade in antiquities under Article 34 
of the Antiquities Ordinance, or for a renewal of such licence shall be £E. 1. 

2. An applicant for a licence to trade in antiquities shall submit to the 
Department of Antiquities a register in the form prescribed in the Schedule 
hereto of all antiquities which are already in his possession. In the event ot 
a licence being granted, the licensee shall enter in the said register every 
antiquity which he may acquire. 

3. The register shall be the property of the Government ofPalestine and 
shall be returned to the Department of Antiquities when the licence to trade 
is terminated. 

4. If the register is lost, the dealer shall at once report its loss to the 
Director of Antiquities and shall pay to the Director the sum of P.T. oO for a 
new register. 

5. Every antiquity entered in the register shall be numbered clearly to 
correspond with the entry relating to it. 

6. No antiquity shall be sold at a price of £E. 2 or more unless it has 
been duly entered in the register and inspected by an oflicer of the Department 

of Antiquities.

7. The holder of a licence to trade shall give facilities to any oflicer of 
the Department of Antiquities to photograph or to make a copy of any anti¬ 
quity in his possession. 

8. The Regulation dated the 2 r >th of February, 1921, is hereby cancelled.
